PLANTING  SEASONS.  Transplanting  can  be  done  from  the  time  the  frost 
is  out  of  the  ground  in  spring  until  the  latter  part  of  June,  and  again  from 
late  September  on,  as  long  as  the  ground  holds  open. 

Evergreens  may  also  be  moved  advantageously  in  late  August  and 
September. 

SHIPPING.  We  make  no  charge  for  delivery  to  the  local  freight  and  express 
companies,  from  which  point  our  responsibility  ceases.  If  losses  occur  by 
delays  in  delivery,  claims  should  be  made  at  once  on  the  forwarding- 
companies.

Evergreens  are  always  desirable  for  landscape  planting,  for  both  sum- 
mer and  winter  effects.  They  are  excellent  for  lawn  specimens,  for 
screen  plantings,  for  windbreaks,  and  hedges;  and  the  low-growing 
sorts  in  variety  are  much  used  for  effective  plantings  about  the  founda- 
tions of  buildings.

THE  VALUE  OF  NATIVE  SHRUBS 

The  native  Viburnums,  bushy  dogwoods,  and  several  other  varieties  of

ABOUT  PRUNING 


Proper  pruning  preserves  and  accentuates  the  beauties  or' 
natural  forms,  which  are  always  best.  To  this  end  shrubs  and 
trees  should  be  thinned  carefully  and  cut  back  judiciously.  All  dead 
wood  should  of  course  be  removed.  In  any  case  avoid  the  “hair- 
cut” appearance  of  round  sheared  effects  so  often  seen.  Such 
trimming  results  in  weak  crowded  growth,  and  does  more  harm 
than  good,  destroying  sometimes  permanently  the  natural  grace  and 
forms  characteristic  of  the  different  varieties. 

Early  spring-flowering  shrubs  produce  blooms  on  growth  made 
the  previous  season.  Indiscriminate  pruning  of  these  shrubs  results 
therefore  in  the  loss  of  the  flowering  wood,  and  in  consequent  dis- 
appointment. On  such  varieties,  soon  after  the  flowers  have  faded, 
the  branches  should  be  thinned  and  cut  back  somewhat  to  make 
room  for  the  new  growth. 

We  have  experienced  men  for  all  pruning  work  at  the  proper 
seasons  of  the  year  and  also  for  hedge  trimming  and  winter  mulch- 
ing. These  operations  are  important  if  satisfactory  results  are  de- 
sired.
